S. Viet retakes Cambodia town

“The fighting is now o v er/' a 
spokesman for the Army of the 
Republic 
of 
(South) 
Vietnam 
(ARVN) said in Saigon, “ but there 
may be some small Communist 


groups still inside the town.” 
The spokesman said at least 80 
Communists had been killed in the 
fighting, which began before dawn 
Wednesday 
and 
continued 
into 
today. 
He reported three ARVN dead and 
13 wounded. But m ilitary sources 
said ARVN casualties were at least 
12 dead and 61 wounded. 


Air strikes were called in on the 
town marketplace after a force of 
about 
1,000 
Communists 
drove 


ARVN infantrymen out of that 
section of town.

today, 
ARVN 
soldiers first fell back and warned 
civilians to evacuate the town so air 
and artillery strikes could be called 
in to bombard the Communist posi­ 
tions.

Rival tax reform proposals 
presented by Reagan, Moscone

Backers of both proposals told 
newsmen Wednesday negotiations 
would be necessary and cmpromises 
must be made if any form of tax 
revision is to pass the Democratic- 
controlled legislature and be signed 
by the GOP governor. 
“ Let 
me emphasize 
that

provisions of

are not 
inviolate,” Moscone told a news 
conference. “ It is adaptable to a 
reasonable leavening .’’ 


“ We are offering the Droeram at 
this point because we have passed 
the talking stage and need to have a 
concrete proposal before the legis­ 
lature,” said the cosponsors of the 
governor’s plan, Sen. Robert J. 
L a g o m a rs in o , 
R -O ja i, 
and 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, 
R-San Rafael, in a joint statem ent to 
.newsmen.

year-old boy stabbed himself to 
death with a small pocketknife 
before a dozen beach picnickers 
rather than surrender to pursuing 
narcotics officers, police reported 
Wednesday. 


When police went to the home of

Roth to arrest him 
Tuesday the youth slipped out the 
backdoor and ran toward the beach. 
Officer Warren Logan, who first 
observed Roth fleeing, pursued and 
was joined by other policemen. 


When Roth reached Ledbetter 
Beach, he turned and menaced 
Logan with a knife he pulled from 
his pocket. 
“ Stop, I’m a policeman," Logan 
shouted. 
The boy then look the knife in both 
hands and plunged the two and one- 


half inch blade into his chest, 
authorities said. 
Police Lt. Charles Thompson said 
Roth was among 41 persons being 
rounded up in raids following a four- 
m onth 
undercover 
n arco tics 
investigation. Thirty-four adults and 
six juveniles were arrested Tuesday 
and Wednesday during the raids, 
called 
the 
biggest 
n arco tics 
crackdown in county history. 
Police said they confiscated large 
quantities 
of 
heroin, 
cocaine, 
hashish, 
m arijuana, 
LSD 
and 
mescaline. 
Thompson 
said 
Roth 
was 
a 
“ pretty good-sized dealer” who had 
been paroled only last month from 
Juvenile Hall on a drug charge.

YUBA CITY (UPI) - Sheriff’s 
deputies using a mechanical ditch 
digger turned up a 13th body today 
on the banks of the Feather River. 
They continued the search for more. 
S u tter 
County 
Sheriff 
Ray 
Whiteaker said the latest body was, 
like others found previously, of a 
middle-aged white man. 
The body was found in the same 
general area where a body found 
last Thursday in a peach orchard 
touched off a week of searching in 
which corpse after corpse was 
uncovered along the river banks. 
Juan V. Corona, 37, a stocky 
father of four young girls, was held 
on m urder charges in the killings. 
The victims, all apparently middle- 
aged white farm workers, were 
hacked to death and buried beneath 
peach orchards and riverside under­ 
brush. 
C o ro n a ’s 
a t t o r n e y , 
public 
defender Roy Van den Heuvel, said 
he was innocent. “ I’m convinced 
they have the wrong m an,” he said. 
Names of only two of the victims, 
both from California, have been 
made public so far. The sheriff said 
three more had been identified but 
the 
names 
would 
be 
withheld 
pending notification of next of kin. 
The sheriff wouldn’t discuss the 
evidence against Corona and said 
there was no known motive. But, 
Whiteaker said, “ we are certain he 
committed the m urders." 
Corona 
said 
only 
one 
word 
publicly 
after he 
was arrested 
before dawn Wednesday at his neat 
suburban home in this farming 
community of 25,000 about 100 miles 
northeast of San Francisco. “ No,” 
he responded when asked during his 
arraignm ent if he could afford an 
attorney. 
The 
judge 
c onti nue d 
the 
arraignm ent until next Wednesday 
to allow Van den Huevel time to 
study the charges. 
The victims, who had been killed 
over a period of six weeks ending 
early this week, were all white men 
between 40 and 60 who apparently 
worked as transient farm workers. 
Three 
bodies 
were 
unearthed 
Wednesday after Corona’s arrest. 
Whiteaker said all 12 had been 
killed with a m achete or m eat 
cleaver—hacked about the back of 
the head and face and stabbed in the 
chest They were buried on their 
backs in makeshift graves, their 
shirts 
pulled over their 
bloody 
heads. 
The graves were clustered along a 
half-mile stretch on both sides of the 
Feather River, in Californrnia’s 
Northern Central Valley. 
Corona, a native of Mexico who 
has lived in this area for more than a 
dozen years, has been a licensed 
farm labor contractor since 1962 
with a “ clear” record He provided 
workers for farm ers, drove to the 
jobs in a bus and, in return collected 
10 to 15 per cent of their salaries as a 
fee.

U.S. accused of 
blocking peace 
efforts in Mid East

The president of the Soviet Union and Egypt accused the United 
States Wednesday night of blocking peace efforts in the Middle East 
by its support of Israel. Today they sat down for another round of talks 
aimed at forging closer Moscow-Cairo ties. 
The attacks were launched by Soviet President Nikolai V. Podgorny 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat at a banquet Wednesday night. 
At the same time, the two leaders lavished high praise on the other's 
policies. 
•Sadat, pledging continued friendship with the Soviet Union, accused 
the United States of “ spoiling peace efforts and pushing the Middle 
East toward an explosion the consequences of which are incalcula­ 
ble.” Podgorny spoke in similar term s. 
In Helsinki, delegates attending the Socialist International Congress 
appealed to the Arab states and Israel to observe a cease-fire until a 
peace treaty is reached. But the resolution, delayed from Tuesday 
until today over disagreement on its wording, noted with “concern” 
the recent arm s race escalation in the Middle East. 
In Jerusalem , Foreign Minister Abba Eban said no power in the 
world could change the status of the holy city, united under Israeli rule 
since shortly after the 1967 Middle East war. The Arabs have 
demanded complete Israeli withdrawal from all occupied Arab 
territory, including the old city of Jerusalem which had been held by 
Jordan. 


Sadat spoke at a banquet Wednesday night honoring Soviet 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny. The two chiefs of state held a series of 
meetings during Wednesday and were continuing their discussions 
today. 
The Egyptian president, in public reaffirmation that his purge of 
pro-Moscow elements in the Egyptian government would not affect 
close relations between the two nations, pledged undying friendship 
with the Kremlin. 
At the same time, Sadat attacked the United States. 
“ Sweet words are not evidence of honest intentions,” he said. “The 
U.S. support is for Israel and in this context the United States is 
spoiling peace efforts and pushing the Middle East toward an explo­ 
sion the consequences of which are inacalculable.” 
In Jerusalem , Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban said no power in 
the world could change the status of Jerusalem , united under Israeli 
rule following the 1967 war.

While 
Miss Davis, her attorney Howard 
Moore Jr., and other court officials 
looked on in amazement, Magee 
shouted: 
“ Moore should be dead! ”

guards 
immediately grabbed Magee, whose 
hands were shackled to his waist 
and whose body was fastened to a 
stationary chair. 
The struggling Magee shouted a 
string of obscenities, screaming that 
lawyers were “ a bunch of phoney, 
stinking dogs,” and complaining 
that Graves had failed “ to expose" 
m aterial he wished. 
Magee’s outburst occurred after 
Judge Richard E. Arnason declined 
to recess proceedings so Magee 
could make another attem pt to force 
Arnason out of the case. 
The

Quentin 
convict faces a mandatory death 
sentence if convicted of murder- 
conspiracy in the Aug 7,1970, Marin 
County shootout which resulted in

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI> - The current 
mailing of 6.5 million notices to ( alitornia 
householders 
concerning 
the 
state s 
antitrust drug suit w ill cost the U.S. Courts 
$273.000. it was estimated today by a postal 
service spokesman 
He said the courts would be billed at the 
bulk third class postage rate of 4.2 cents 
each. In addition, it cost the state $37.000 
for the printing and bundling ot the notices. 
The notices were required by legal 
technicalities. Thev were approved by the 
U.S. District Court in New York and 
mailed in California. 
After 
some 
drug 
companies 
were 
convicted in 1967 ot antitrust violations, 154 
civil suits were brought against five 
companies asking for treble damages as 
provided by antitrust law. 
Manv of these suits have since been 
settled, but still outstanding are about 60 
suits including one by California and six by 
other states. 
In the California suit, the attorney 


general serves as a representative of a 
class action. He represents all purchasers 
in the state in 1954-1966 who may have 
purchased any of eight broad spectrum 
antibiotics. The mailed notices advised 
citizens they are members of the class 
* whose rights may be affected by this 
lawsuit.” The purpose of the notices was to 
inform citizens so they can withdraw from 
the class and take other action if they 
desire. 


If the state wins its action, citizens 
presumably 
could 
make 
claims 
for 
damages based on illegally high prices they 
may have paid. Just how many citizens 
might have purchased the drugs dating 
back to 1954 or just what the procedures 
might be. was unclear.

Nixon welcomes 
Kina Faisal 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
—Saudi 
Arabia' s 
King 
Faisal received a red-carpet 
welcome, replete with 21- 
gun salute, at the White 
House today, then urged 
President 
Nixon to 
give 
attention to “ aggression” 
by Israel. 
President Nixon told the 
Arab 
ruler, 
prior 
to 
a 
private 
meeting 
between 
the two, that he looked 
forward to Faisal's “ wise 
counsel" toward achieving 
M ideast 
peace. 
F aisal 
pointedly referred in his 
response to “ aggression” 
and 
“ subjugation 
of 
our 
people" by Israel. 


In 
rem arks on 
a 
red 
carpeted platform on the 
White House lawn. Nixon 
told Faisal that he was 
confident their talks “ will 
co n trib u te 
to 
already 
excellent relations we have 
between our two countries. ” 
“ We’re looking forward to 
the wise counsel of a senior 
statesm an with whom we 
can work for a just peace in 
the Middle East and all 
parts of the world,” the 
President said. 
But after also referring to 
“ good relations" between 
the United States and his 
c o u n t r y , 
F a i s a l 
sai d 
“ c e rta in 
fa c to rs, 
and 
powers have succeeded in 
disrupting good relations be­ 


tween the U.S. and the Arab 
nations. 
“ We hope that these good 
relations will be re-esta­ 
blished," 
he 
said. 
“ The 
a g g r e s s i on 
which 
our 
countries are subjected to at 
this time certainly requires 
the attention of you, Mr. 
President, and your nation. 
“ This aggression which 
exemplifies 
itself 
in the 
occupation 
of 
our 
holy 
places and the subjugation 
of our people has brought 
about some disagreem ent 
between your country and 
ours." 
But he added, “ We hope 
that we will be able to 
overcome 
and 
establish 
justice and peace in that 
part of the world," he said. 
Faisal, 
who 
considers 
himself the guardian of the 
Moslem 
holy 
places 
in 
Jerusalem , 
Mecca, 
and 
Medina, is a backer of the 
Arab cause; 
but he has 
indicated he would approve 
of 
a 
mideast settlem ent 
which was satisfactory to 
th e 
E g y p t i a n s , 
t h e 
Jordanians and Israel. 
He has insisted on Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied 
Arab territory and during 
the recent visit of Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers 
to 
Saudi 
Ar a b i a 
he 
e x p r e s s e d 
p a r t i c u l a r 
concern over the future of 
Jerusalem .

A remodeled Spanish stucco that 
sits with elegant understatement 
away from the street at 415 S. I St. is 
anything but simple. For within the 
Leroy Begg home and its carefully 
planned split-level room additions to 
the original cottage of 1937, is a 
boisterous 
wonder 
of 
quality 
antiques of many descriptions. 
The residence is one of five unique 
homes open to the public on June 6 
during the annual Jr. Alpha Home 
Tour. 
From the enclosed swimming pool 
area to the garage - cum - guest 
bedroom, 
the 
Begg 
home 
is 
crammed with collections: antique 
dolls and furniture. Tiffany lamps, 
china, glassware, silver, porcelain 
figurines, Danish Christmas and 
decorator plates, ceramic liquor 
bottles. Not to mention such single 
antique items as tapestry, an Edison 
phonograph, potbellied patio stove, 
or rarely seen modern items such as 
a full-size jukebox, a bath a la 
Madonna Inn or hanging wicker 
basket chairs. 
“ If you can't match, go opposite,’’ 
believes petite, perky Janet Begg, 
mentor behind much of the decor 
and acquisitions. Collecting diverse 
items is a family affair W ith Leroy 
Begg, its some 135 ceramic liquor 
bottles, including a complete line of 
Beam trophy bottles. Son Jimmy, 
13, is also getting an early start, 
having decorated his own room with 
a bunting of 200 match box covers 
and collections of elephants, horses, 
soap and ash trays. Psychedelic 
posters, including those done by 
Jim m y 
in 
luminous 
paints, 
wallpaper the room. When the black 
light is activated,they create just 
the right eerie color effects. Center 
room attraction is another creation 
by Jimmy — a quixotic mobile, 
“ May the Bird of Paradise Never 
Land in Lake Erie." 
One of the most lived-in sections 
of the home is the two adjoining 
recreation rooms, used for business 
meetings by Begg and parties. 
Named the f urn of the Century' and 
Red Garter Rooms, the former 
comes complete with wet bar and 
dancing area, lit softly with rows of 
authentic T lffanv lamps. 
The atmosphere of camadarie is 
furthered by the Red Garter Room, 
with its rinky-tmk piano, a modern 
jukebox 
and 
full-length 
period 
murals running the length of one 
wall Painted by local artist, Marion 
Lewis, one depicts an old-time piano 
player; the other, a stage setting of 
can-can dancers 


The real piano is a 1928-29 studio 
model, "only made a few years, 
said Janet, 
i t comes with a 
xylophone 
attachment." 
The 
modern juke box, complete w ith its 
stack of records, looms against 
another wall Three more Tiffany 
lamps hang from the ceiling to light 
the scene below, while guests sit at 
the round oak pedestal table or in 
the 
Italian 
Bentwood 
rocker 


reproduction, to sip a cool one from 
the bar. 
The bath, situated off the Turn of 
the Century Room, features a giant 
clam shaped wash basin, gold­ 
framed mirror and fixtures and a 
rock waterfall. 
Continuing in the recreational vein 
is the outdoors swimming pool area, 
completely enclosed by a redwood 
fence and structured 
walls with 
plate glass windows. A pot-bellied 
stove and barbecue area hugs this 
recreational corner, while the two- 
story deck overlooks a 34-foot 
swimming 
pool 
framed 
by 
a 
redwood 
fence. 
For 
the 
fence 
decorations, 
Mrs 
Begg 
affixed 
fanciful 
painted 
driftwood 
resembling 
animals 
and 
other 
figures; shells and fish net, plus 
other accoutrements of the sea. The 
ceiling for this area is nature's own 
sky. 
the entrance to the catacomb of 
halls, rooms and anterooms in the 
10-room, 
three-bath home 
is a 
converted porch, which Janet fondly 
refers to as her “ antique room," 
although such objects are sprinkled 
liberally throughout. 
It’s a museum of collections. 
German and French dolls measure 
up to 33 inches tall, dating from 
1890-1910. A wicker perambulator of 
early 1900 vintage Janet Begg had 
flown from Atlanta, Ga., in a Boeing 
707 carries its own passengers — 
character babies modeled from real 
children in Germany. Along with 
two large Japanese imports, also in 
the antique room, the collection 
numbers about 60 dolls. Others, 
including bisque and composition 
dolls, are found in anteroom and 
master bedroom. 
There are also other antique 
groupings: a mahogany settee, two 
antique china cabinets stuffed with 
culinary collections, Tiffany lamps, 
a small roll-top oak desk with 
cabinet space underneath, an old 
wall telephone and an oak side 
chair. 
The living room, while furnished 
mostly in excellent reproductions, 
also has genuine antiques: 
the 
French settee bordered in gold leaf, 
upholstered 
in 
gold 
and 
white 
brocade with matching side chair; a 
family heirloom of tapestry made in 
France; and a 200-year old bronze 
clock purchased in Athens, Greece. 


An 
expensive 
solid 
brass 
reproduction of a palace fireplace 
set was also bought in Athens. All 
hand-cast, with claw feet, it is 
believed there were only seven in 
existence when the Beggs purchased 
it a short period ago. 
Porcelain figurines mimic Marie 
Antoinette and Louis XIV, with 
Rhett Butler, Scarlett O'Hara and 
others, they await in recessed 
arches that were once built-in 
bookshelves. 
The dining room-kitchen-break- 
fast nook is also a smorgasbord 
of rich china, glass and silverware, 
a spec ial display of souvenir spoons 
and a wall of around 50 Danish 


decorator plates commemorating 
Christmas and special occasions. 
The couple began collecting during 
World War II years. “ Our family 
tree is represented on this wall," 
Janet waved toward a portion of the 
plates, 
marking 
birthdays, 
anniversaries, 
and 
weddings, 
beginning with a 1914 plate when 
Beggs' parents were married. 
The guest room, once the garage, 
is reached by stepping down from 
Jimmy’s bedroom. Cabinets and 
closet space stretch from ceiling to 
floor on one wall. This multi-use 
room, with its shiny brass bed, is 
also used by Janet during her sewing 
sessions and an oaken roll top desk 
acts as a sometime office. 
Approaching 
the 
m aster 
bedroom 
with 
its 
anteroom 
- 
dressing room, is the main bath, its 
alcove housing a newlv - installed 
bidet. The anteroom is inhabited by 
additional 
dolls, 
including 
the 
compositions molded as movie star 
look-alikes: Vivian Leigh (Scarlett 
OHarai, 
Sonja 
Henie. 
Shirley 
Temple, 
Carmen 
Miranda 
and 
others. 
Stepping down into the bedroom, 
dolls collected from various family 
members add another facet to the 
family tree collections. Beside the 
king size brass bed is a table 
showcasing a glass lamp shade 
hand-painted in oil from the inside, 
etched with acid, and buttressed by 
a brilliant copper base. Vivid colors 
of the landscape scene include 
orange sherbet, raspberry, cerise, 
green, white and sensual blue. 
Other homes included in the home 
tour are those of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Hurlbut, 485 St. Andrews 
Way; 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Edmund

(either daring odds or under

The level of safety 
therefore is up to the driver 
within the design of the 
roadway. 
The 
CHP

accident records covering 
the local area sections of US 
101, S20 and State 1 clearly 
bear this out.

Patrol is urging drivers to 
drive defensively on the 
Memorial Day weekend, the 
first long weekend of the 
summer season. 
He said 
the defensive 
driver has three distinctive 
characteristics: 
his 
attitude, his awareness, and 
his 
anticipation. 
The 
defensive driver is cool, 
calm 
and 
courteous 
in 
attitude; he is always alert 
to what is going on around 
him; 
and 
he 
expects 
mistakes from others and is 
prepared to cope with them. 
He 
recom m ended 
particularly that travelers 
drive at a safe speed, no 
matter how anxious they 
may be to get away for thé 
holiday or to return home 
Monday night. 
Exceeding the safe speed 
— which at times may be 
lower than the posted speed 
limit — continues year after 
year to be the most frequent 
driver violation in fatal 
accidents, Captain Roese 
said. 


Other traffic violations 
having 
significant 
effect 
upon the highway fatality 
toll include the following, he 
said: 


—Failure to grant right of 
way to other vehicles or 
pedestrians.

ANKARA, Turkey—(NEA) 
—Turkey seems headed for 
a military dictatorship sim­ 
ilar to that in neighboring 
Greece, in the opinion of 
those who have studied the 
crisis here carefully. Only 
the military can save the 
country from anarchy, they 
maintain. 
Meanwhile, martial law is 
being enforced in 11 Turkish 
provinces, including Ankara 
and Istanbul. All political 
rallies have been banned, 
newspapers are being cen­ 
sored and widespread ar­ 
rests have been made in an 
effort to break up urban 
guerrilla warfare. Almost all 
Turkish university facilities 
have been closed, the uni­ 
versities b e i n g the focal 
point of student unrest that 
has led to rioting. 
Thus the United States is 
faced with the prospect of 
both of its NATO allies in the 
eastern Mediterranean being 
run by military oligarchies. 
If the Turkish army does 
step in, it will be most re­ 
luctantly. Unlike the Greek 
colonels, who are ambitious 
for political power, the Turk­ 
ish generals have no stom­ 
ach for becoming involved 
in politics directly. They pre­ 
fer to work b e h i n d the 
scenes. 
The generals burned their 
fingers in 1960 when they in­ 
tervened to save T u r k e y 
from violence and disorder. 
On that occasion they dis­ 
solved p a r l i a m e n t and 
hanged the prime minister, 
Alnan Menderes. A y e a r 
later they were eager to 
hand the government back 
to the politicians. 
When the generals ousted 
the government of Suleyman 
Demirel in March this year 
they moved more cautiously. 
Instead of stringing up Dem­ 
irel to the nearest lamppost, 
the generals simply handed 
the T u rk is h Broadcasting 
Service an announcement to 
be read over the air. 
It was in the form of an 
ultimatum to the politicians: 
Either the politicians would 
form a “ strong and credi­ 
ble” 
government 
w hi c h 
would free Turkey from “ an­ 
archy, fratricidal strife and 
social and economic unrest,” 
or the army would step in 
and do the job. Demirel 
promptly resigned, and on 
A p r i l 7 Professor Erim 
formed the present govern­ 
ment, which is supposed to 
be “ above parties. 


THE OLD AND THE new meet in Ankara, Turkey, where a modern medical cen­ 
ter looms above the city’s old section. Architectural clashes are not the only ones 
that plague Turkey, a NATO member and U.S. ally, as near anarchy threatens to 
force the country into military rule. 


The military’s reluctance 
to mix directly in politics 
dates back to Mustafa Kem- 
al Ataturk 
1881-1938), the 
father of modern Turkey, 
who as early as 1909 warned 
t h a t the two professions 
must remain separate. 
Ataturk still casts a long 
shadow over Turkey. Por­ 
traits of the h a n d s o m e , 
steely eyed first president of 
the Turkish Republic stare 
down at one from the walls 
of every government office. 
Streets and s q u a r e s are 
named for him. Political 
parties claim his mantle. 
Ataturk did his best to 
drag Turkey screaming into 
the 20th century. In 1922 he 
sent the sultan packing, thus 
ending six centuries of Otto­ 
man rule. Two years later 
the caliph, the spiritual head 
of the Islamic religion, was 
deposed, thus ridding Turkey 
of “ this tumor of the Mid­ 
dle Ages.” 
Social, political, religious 
and economic reforms fol­ 


lowed. Islamic law was re­ 
placed by the present civil 
code, while religious schools 
were secularized. 
Ataturk 
next aimed a blow at super­ 
stition by outlawing der­ 
vishes, magicians and witch 
doctors. 
Nor were the women neg­ 
lected. Before the Ataturk 
revolution the woman’s posi­ 
tion in Turkish society was 
that of a slave. In Istanbul 
a husband was obliged to 
walk ahead of his wife, ignor­ 
ing her, if they went out to­ 


gether. 
Today miniskirts are com­ 
monplace in Ankara, but 
peasant women of an older 
generation still wear a loose 
form of headkerchief which 
is quickly drawn across the 
face if a stranger peers too 
closely. 
Old customs 
die 
slowly. 
Ataturk died before his 
revolution was completed, 
which accounts for the di­ 
lemma that this nation of 35 
million finds itself in today. 
Impatient of reform and 
of making headway among 
a peasantry that is 40 per 
cent illiterate, left-wing ex­ 
tremists have r e c e n t l y 
swung over to direct action. 
Since 1968 a wave of vio­ 
lence has swept university 
campuses, led by members 
of the Dev-Genc (“ Revolu­ 
tionary Youth” ). To the Dev- 
Genc Marx is old hat. They 
are followers of Chairman 
Mao, and would like to see 
Turkey go the way of Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba. 
They are opposed by right- 
wing extremists who would 
like to turn back the clock. 
The right-wingers would like 
to see the caliphate restored, 
and with it the dervishes 
and the other fanatical re­ 
ligious sects that Ataturk 
once described as “ a poison­ 
ous dagger which is directed 
at the heart of my people.” 
Clashes between the two 
groups of extremists had. 
until martial law was de­ 
clared, become a feature of 
national life. Whether the 


political parties in parlia­ 
ment can bury their differ­ 
ences long enough to bring 
the extremists under control 
is a moot question. 
Time is running out for the 
politicians. The Turkish gen­ 
erals are waiting in the 
wings. The only comforting 
note is that if the military 
does intervene it will prob­ 
ably be to save democracy 
in Turkey rather than to de­ 
stroy it.

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Bob Gibson overcomes the plotters 
National League

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Baseball pitchers are noto­ 
riously quirky creatures, al­ 
ways suspicious that there is 
some kind of plot brewing 
against them, always sleep­ 
ing with one eye open. Bob 
Gibson of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals, p e r h a p s the best 
pitcher in the game, is as 
twitchy as the rest of his 
coevals who, someone once 
said, “all think left-handed.” 
Gibson, now 35 years old, 
has won 20 games or more 
for five of the last six years 
and last season was named 
the Cy Young Award winner 
in the National League for 
the second time in three 
years. Yet even he is justi­ 
fiably paranoid about the 
trend which, pitchers feel, 
may eliminate them from 
the game. 
“It’s been a g r a d u a l 
thing,” said Gibson, who lay 
prone on a rubbing table in 
the pitchers’ favorite gather­ 
ing spa, the trainer’s room. 
“I know that in the last cou­ 
ple years they’ve put some­ 
thing in the ball to make it 
livelier. 
“I proved it myself. I hit 
a home run in San Diego 
that ended up someplace in 
the upper deck. I hit it like 
McCovev. I can’t hit a ball 
that well. Under normal cir­ 
cumstances I’d have to hit a 
ball, then chase it and hit it 
again to get it that far.” 
Then there is the matter 
of Astroturf, which scurries 
the p r o g r e s s of balls hit 
through the infield. And the 
lowered mound also caused 
some h a v o c with Gibson. 
“When I used to put mus­ 
tard on a ball, it would 
whoosh past a hitter’s knees. 
But when the mound was 
lowered I had less leverage 
and I was getting the ball up 
around the shoulders. It took 
some adjusting to.” 
And the strike zone, said 
Gibson, is in a nutshell. Pe­ 
riod. 
“Umpires don’t call the 
corners any more,” he said.

“But the other night 1 had 
two strikes and no balls on 
Bud Harrelson and I threw 
one—whooosh. It cut the 
c o r n e r . The umpire said 
‘Strike Three.’ I almost col­ 
lapsed.” 
Gibson hopped down from 
the table and graphically 
demonstrated what has hap­ 
pened to the'vertical strike 
zone. “Once it was from the 
knees to the letters,” he 
said. “Now it’s from here to 


here.” He pointed to the 
top of his kneecap and then 
to his belly button. 
Joe Torre, a C a r d i n a l 
t e a m m a t e , came in and 
backed up Gibson on this 
point. “I noticed it shrinking 
when I was catching two 
years ago,” said Torre. 
Torre placed some of the 
blame on C o m m i s s i o n e r 
Bowie Kuhn. “Kuhn is a 
fan,” said Torre. “He wants 
to see runs. He feels it 


creates greater fan inter­ 
est.” 
G i b s o n n o d d e d . “You 
know, the other night, for 
the first time since I first 
came up to the big leagues, 
I got a little nervous on the 
mound. I had the b a s e s 
loaded and Tom Seaver was 
up with a 3-2 count and I 
wasn’t sure whether I could 
get the next strike over. My 
ball was really sailing and I 
was throwing for the middle 
of the plate and it was going 
t o w a r d the corner. 
He 
struck Seaver out, though. 
Gibson, who usually works 
as rapidly as a jackhammer, 
said the last time he remem­ 
bered questioning himself 
on the mound was in one of 
his first games in the major 
leagues, in 1959. He was 
called in to pitch to Willie 
Mays with the bases loaded. 
Solly Hemus, the Cardinals’ 
manager, gave the ball to 
G i b s o n and said, “Strike 
him out.” And left. “Strike 
Mays out!” recalls Gibson. 
“I could hardly stand up, my 
knees were w o b b l i n g so 
bad.” Despite his nervous in­ 
firmity, Gibson struck Mays 
out on three pitches. 
Gibson h a s o b v i o u s l y 
fought off plots a g a i n s t 
p i t c h e r s and encroaching 
middle age with successful 
ferocity. Even though his 
left knee swells whenever it 
has a mind to nowadays and 
he probably spends more 
time on the rubbing table 
to ease the pain in his joints 
than ever before, he still 
E 
ossesses a fast ball and 
aseball wit that terrorize 
batters. 
But he senses the chang­ 
ing times, even at home. For 
example, his eldest daughter 
is 13 and is going through a 
new stage. Dolls are out. 
Last Christmas, she wanted 
shoulder pads and a helmet 
for a present. Gibson refused 
to buy them. “She’s athletic, 
but she’s still a girl,” he 
said. 
What did he finally buy 
her? he was asked. 
“A f o o t b a l l , ” he said 
softly.

Long, tough, com plicated negotiations are currently 
proceeding between representatives of the Lompoc 
Unified School D istrict and the Lompoc Education 
Association over a m assive list of demands by the 
Association ranging from paid leave tim e at professional 
discretion to salary 
increases totaling 
more than 
$800,000. 
The LEA has gone all out in their demands at the 
obvious direction of the California Teachers Association 
— Southern Section. “ It’s full speed ahead on the largest 
teacher neogitations drive ever organized in the nation 
— Three hundred com prehensive agreem ents in every 
school district in Southern California by June, 
is the 
m essage given LEA in an "A lert” bulletin from CTA. 
LEA states that the com prehensive agreem ent is a 
“ means of guaranteeing that the children of the Lompoc 
area receive the kind of education necessary to prosper 
in our modern society. 
In order to secure this guarantee, LEA dem ands 
binding arbitration whereby disagreem ent is turned over 
to a third "outside” party to resolve. 
We wholeheartedly condemn any agreem ent between 
our Lompoc Unified School D istrict and LEA containing 
contracts with “ binding arbitration” as an erosion of 
authority vested in elected officials who represent the 
citizens and taxpayers of the district. Our elected 
officials have the ultim ate responsibility and they cannot 
abdicate any part of that responsibility to any third 
party. 
We do not throw out all dem ands contained in the 
proposed 
com prehensive 
agreem ent 
by 
LEA 
as 
senseless or ridiculous. On the other hand, we do not 
subscribe 100 per cent to the statem ent of LEA that such 
an agreem ent “guarantees” the kind of education 
necessary to prosper. 
We express concern, for exam ple, whether reduction 
of senior high school teaching periods results in a 
guarantee of proper education. D oes an expensive field 
trip for every single class at the elem entary level to such 
places as Santa Barbara M ission or Jalam a Beach 
guarantee proper education?

Is it really necessary to have counselors at each

Lompoc Unified School District does have quality 
education. The district is blessed for the m ost part with 
new and modern facilities and equipm ent. The district is 
innovative and 
has such a reputation in educational 
circles. Voters of this district have supported the district 
in the ballot box because they are proud of its 
accom plishm ents. 
Teachers 
m ust 
be 
reasonably 
satisfied for they stay on — the turnover is m inim al. 
The move to bind the district in bilateral agreem ent is 
simply not necessary to guarantee adequate education. 
The m ove, we believe, is prim arily concerned with

securing ultim ate protection for the teacher. CTA - 
Southern Section term s such an agreem ent as “ our 
strongest protection. ” 
It is reported that tentative agreem ent on m any of the 
proposals has been reached through the “ m eet and 
confer” process. We strongly support the inclusion of 
such agreem ents in a district policy, not a separate 
resolution, 
agreem ent, 
or 
m aster 
contract, 
to be 
governed with as much flexibility as allowed by the 
representatives elected by the people of the district. 
Salary increase dem ands are a m ajor part of the 
proposed com prehensive agreem ent. Once again, LEA is 
requesting 
that the 
salary schedule be 
revamped 
upwards by an increase in unit com pensation, m onetary 
credit given for added education. Other requests are for 
com pensation for extra-curricular duties, increase in 
pay for substitute teachers, and increase in fringe 
benefits to include full fam ily coverage of health and 
accident insurance. 


LEA contends that the district has not kept up with the 
cost-of-living factor in teacher com pensation. 
T eachers presently are paid on a 12-step salary 
schedule. In addition, increased com pensation is given 
for additional degrees and additional educational units. 
T eachers are requesting, for exam ple, that a beginning 
teacher with a bachelor's degree be paid $7,875 for the 
176-day school teaching year. If such a teacher followed 
the 12-step salary schedule, at the end of 12 years, that 
teacher would be receiving $12,495 per year. During the 
12-year-period, if she gained additional academ ic units, 
she would be paid at the rate of $35 per unit in addition to 
the regular salary. If the teacher gained a m aster's 
degree, an additional $525 per year. If the teacher gained 
a doctorate, another $525 per year. 
We 
believe 
the 
salary step 
schedule 
is a 
fair 
instrum ent that allow s a teacher to know w here he is 
going financially, according to his ability. 


The question that rem ains is the cost-of-living factor 
that is not built into the salary schedule. It is our 
contention 
that there 
should 
be 
no tam pering or 
revam ping of the salary schedule. Proper consideration 
should be given yearly, however, to the granting of 
proper cost-of-living 
increases according to salary 
categories. 


Ideally, we subscribe to a system of m erit pay for 
m erit duty. Unfortunately, the excellent, the good, bad 
and indifferent teachers are lumped into a single 
category in an all-em bracing salary schedule. Teacher 
organizations are expending great am ounts of energy, 
m oney and tim e to protect their rights. R ights m ust be 
earned and com pensated for by m eritorious teaching. 
When the teaching profession can agree on a m easure of 
m erit, they will find, w e are sure, proper protection of 
their rights and in turn, we will find a guarantee that the 
children of Lompoc will receive the kind of education 
necessary to prosper in our modern society.

Poor Wilfred Burchett 


Mr. 
Wilfred 
Burchett, 
who 
is 
usually identified as “ an Australian 
journalist,” has sent out a dispatch 
from Paris, explaining som e of the 
e a r l y 
d e v e l o p m e n t s 
t h a t 
precipitated 
the 
great 
Cultural 
Revolution in China. 
According to 
Mr. Burchett, what happened is that 
a faction of Chinese attem pted to 
purge Lin Piao, and to take over 
effective control of China, leaving 
Mao Tse-tung as a figurehead. In 
this 
unsuccessful 
enterprise 
an 
Am erican 
is said to have been 
involved, or rather an ex-Am erican: 
one Sidney R ittenberg, who was 
overwhelm ed by Chinese Culture in 
1968, and has not been heard from 
since. 
, Now 
for 
all 
we 
know, this is true. 
If 
so, 
it 
is 
only 
because it happens 
that 
there 
is 
a 
c o n j u n c t i o n 
b e ­ 
tw een the truth and 
the Com m unist line 
in that part of the 
world. 
Granted, in handling the story, the 
New York Tim es described Mr. 
Burchett as “ left w ing.” 
That is 
hardly 
enough, 
since 
nowadays 
leftw ingers abound, but paid agents, 
past and present, of the Com m unists 
do not abound; at least, not paid 
agents whose words are quoted by 
the press as useful to the revision of 
history. 
If we are to believe the sworn 
testim ony of G eorge Karlin, form er 
agent of the KGB, as given in 
Novem ber, 
1969 before a Senate 
•com m ittee, a paid agent is what 
Wilfred Burchett, whom we knew as 
P eter Burchett, has been over the 
years; and if he happens now not to 
be a paid agent of the Com m unists, 
he 
is 
an 
unpaid 
agent 
of 
the 
Com m unists, to judge from what he 
w rites and says. 
Karlin m et Burchett in 1947, in 
Berlin, at which tim e Burchett told 
K arlin, 
w hose 
profession 
he 
evid en tly 
su sp ected , 
that 
he 
Burchett w as a secret m em ber of 
the Australian Com m unist Party, 
and 
that 
he 
was 
interested 
in 
p r o fessio n a l 
o p p o rtu n ities 
in 
Moscow. 
Burchett apparently has alw ays 
had a little difficulty supporting 
him self and his succession of w ives 
and girl friends. 
We have not for 
that reason to doubt the purity of his 
ideological devotion: once again, it 
was a happy conjunction — he could 
work doing what he liked best to do, 
lying and distorting for the benefit 
of his succession of Com m unist 
m asters. 
During the Korean War, 
K arlin 
reported 
under 
oath, 
Burchett w as “ paid by the Chinese 
Comm unist Party all that period. 
Then when he cam e to Vietnam , all 
his 
expenses 
w ere paid 
by 
the 
Vietnam Communist Party, by Ho 
Chi Minh . He gave him a house in 
Hanoi, and a car, a secretary ..He 
w as equipped’ very beautifully by 
the V ietnam ese Communist P arty.” 
But then in 1956, Burchett found 
him self stuck in M oscow without 
m oney and he proposed to Kerlin 
that he proceed as a “ freelance 
correspondent, 
representing 
the 
A m erican 
new spaper 
N ational 
G uardian...a 
sm all 
progressive 
pro-Communist 
newspaper . And 
then he told m e that if he could get 
these papers, he could officially be 
accredited in M oscow, but money 
was a problem, because no one 
would pay him money and he asked 
m onev from the Soviet Communist 
P arty,” poor Wilfred 
Well, Karlin introduced Burchett 
to the right people, whom he named 
in his testim ony. 
The com m ittee counsel sought to 
sum up: “ Now, have you told us all 
your part in recruiting him, I mean 
by him Burchett?” 
Karim: “ Y es. 
Counsel: 
“ For em ploym ent by 
the KGB?” 


Karlin: “ Sure.” 
Poor Burchett still has trouble 
getting all the m oney he wants, 
perhaps because of the Sino-Soviet 
split, perhaps because his current 
paym asters, on the assumption that 
he has not changed his profession,- 
are niggardly, considering all the 
free publicists they have available 
to them in the w est. Accordingly, to 
c e le b r a te 
B u r c h e tt’s 
sixtieth 
birthday, three people decided to 
throw him a m oney-raising party, to 
wit Mrs. Benjam in Spock, the actor 
O ssie D avis, and the singer Pete 
Seeger, 
the

Com m unist-front joiners; the first, 
we m ust assum e, m erely an addled 
an ti-V ietn am ite. 
Among 
the 
sponsors 
w ere 
Noam 
Chomsky, 
Rennie 
D avis, 
Dave 
Dellinger,

Hall, 
Dorothy 
Healey, 
a 
Communist 
official kicked out of the Party 
because 
she 
objected 
to 
the 
Czechoslovakian coup; little Lord 
Haw Haw for the National Student 
Association, Corliss Lamont, Mark 
Lane, Carl Marzani, Russ Nixon — 
and surprisingly, Howard Sam uels, 
who wanted to be Governor of New 
York, and runs now the off-track 
betting operation in New York.
